PARTMENT. 

On Saturday lastthe committee met 
by appoiniment at-the agricultural de- 
partment for the purpose of inspecting 
its workings, and made a complete 
tour of the building, concluding with an 
examination of the books, manner of ta- 
king accounts, etc. The visit was a very 
interesting one, and, it is understood, 
eniinently satisfactory to the committee. 
It is an understood fact that this is 
the most economically conducted 
department of the government, and that 
Commissioner Watts is emphatically the 
right man in the right place. He was 
for a third of a century a _ practical 
and successful farmer, and conducts 
his department in the interest of 
the farmers and not of tle 
politicians. The working force of the 
department is very small, some thirty 
clerks only being employed, including 
three inthe statistical division. From 
five hundre | to four thousand letters are 
received daily from all parts of the coun- 
try, the majority being from the south 
and west,and these have to be answered, 
or epitomized for publication. These 
are divided among the clerks according 
tothe nature of their contents. One 
clerk answers all enquiries relative to 
butter and clcese, another as to the plan‘- 
ing of grains, and so on; while a certain 
class of enquirers, as well as letters from 
congressmen, heads of departments and 
foreign societies, the commissioner an- 
swers in person. 

AMONG THE SEEDS. 

The committee after paying their re- 
spects to the commissioner and the chief 
clerk, Fred Watts, Jr.,.under the escort 
of the latter visited the seed division, 
which occupies the greater portion of 
the basement. Here some two dozen 
nimble fiugered ladies are employed 
making bags for the larger seeds and 
grains and in putting the smaller seeds in 
papers, after which they are put up in 
asssorted packages ready for trans- 
mission by — mail. The flower 
seeds are made _ the _ special 
care of an elderly lady, who oc- 
cupies a small room to herself, and who 
has held this position since the depart- 
ment was established. The document 
room, where the repurts are prepar2d for 
mailing, is also in the basement, and op- 
posite is a room used by the chemist, and 
assistants for some of their experiments. 
A stairway cor mect with the room above 
where the microscopists is found, an‘j 
where many interesting things are to be 
seen. It would unduly extend tks letter 
to describe them all. From the chem- 
ist’s division the committee went to the 
museum, in the story aboye, a handsome 
hall, where is found a splendid collec- 
tion of the agricultural and other pro- 
ducts of the country, the fruits and 
vegetables being represented by accurate 
models. Here the party met Professor 
Glover, the entomologist, an authority 
in the many classes into which the insect 
world is divided. On this floor is the 
statistical division, under the superin- 
tendazce of Mr. Dodge. Here the 
monthly and annual] reports are prepared 
and a vast amount of vaiuable work is 
dope at a very small expense. Directly |. 
over head are the rooms of the botanist, 
where there is much of interest. Just 
now au extra amount Of work is being 
done in all the divisions to; make re:dy 
for the centennial exposition. 


THE LIBRARY 


was next visited. It 1s a very handsome 
room, and contains the best collection 
of agricultural works in the country, 
comprising some 80,000 volune:. After 
a short stay here the party proceecei to 
visit the greenhouses, and called upon 
Mr. Wm. Saunders,the superintendent of 
the propugating garden, and the origina- 
tor of the granger lodges. In his modest 
little office Mr. Saunders has the desk on 
which the initiatory work of establishing 
this new, largeand influential organiza- 
tion was done. The committee having 
now completed their tour of inspection, 
repaired totne room of the disbursing 
clerk, where some time was spent in 
examining the books of the department

As far a3 Georgia is concerned it will 
be seen that the Bulletin has crroneously 
added to our debt nearly two million of 
dollars, but we believe the remainder of 
she figures are substantially correct. Bad 
as they are they do not tell the cntire 
truth, for the valuations uf the southern 
states have fallen in the same time from 
$5,471,021,888 to $2.626,529,617. The 
same states paid in taxes last year $18,- 
764,849 against $9,225,493 in 1860. The 
taxes paid in Georgia were respectively 
$381,687 and $1,092, 372; of South Car- 
Olina, $518,799 and $1,555,202, and of 
Alabama $330,107 and $1,274,436. The 
whole sad story is told when we say 
that our valuations have been cut down 
one-half, while our taxes have been dou- 
bled. In other words, our public bur- 
dens were four times heavier in 1875 
than they were in 1860.
